PRAYER  FOR  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  late  assault  upon  the  person  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  lias  brought  to  mind  strong  con¬ 
firmation  of  the  wisdom  and  piety  of  the  Church.  In 
worshipping  congregations  where  there  is  no  Liturgy, 
it  is  matter  of  common  complaint  that  prayer  is  seldom 
heard  for  the  country  or  its  rulers.  Ijcft  entirely  to  the 
presence  of  mind,  and  it  may  be,  to  the  personal  bias  of 
the  minister,  intercesaion  for  “  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  all  others  in  authority,”  may  or  may 
not  be  made;  and  in  some  cases,  it  is  to  be  feared,  the 
remembrance,  before  God,  of  the  Chief  Magistrate,  is 
omitted,  or  qualified,  by  political  prejudice.  Not  so  the 
Church.  She  remembers  that  “  the  powers  that  be  are 
ordained  of  God  ;”  and  she  requires  of  all  her  ministers 
that  in  her  daily  public  service,  they  always  comply 
with  tliat  wise  injunction  ofSt.  Paul  to  the  first  Bishop 
of  Ephesus — “  I  exhort,  therefore,  that  first  of  all,  sup¬ 
plications,  prayers,  intercessions  and  giving  of  thanks 
be  made  for  all  men  ;  of  kings  and  all  that  are  in  au¬ 
thority  ;  that  we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life 
in  all  godliness  and  honesty.  For  this  is  good  and  ac¬ 
ceptable  in  the  sight  of  Giid  our  Saviour.”  In  the  pre¬ 
sent  case,  by  a  most  marked  and  peculiar  interposi¬ 
tion  of  divine  Providence,  the  life  of  the  Chief  Ma¬ 
gistrate  has-been  preserved,  and  the  country  saved 
from  confusion  and  disgrace.  We  may  not  venture 
to  say  how  far  this  intervention  on  the  part  of  Him 
who  hears  the  prayer,  may  have  been  influenced  by 
the  supplications  of  the  Church.  But  is  there  not  a 
deep  satisfaction  in  knowing,  that,  in  all  our  public 
prayers,  he  who  is  over  us,  and  they  who  are  under 
him,  in  civil  authority,  were  devoutly  remembered, 
and  God  besought  to  “endoe  them  plenteously  with 
heavenly  giftV’  to  “grant  them  in  health  and  prospe¬ 
rity  long  to  live,  and  finally,  after  this  life,  to  attain 
everlasting  joy  and  felicity,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord?”  And  is  there  not  a  dignity,  a  more  than  hu¬ 
man  majesty,  becoming  the  spouse  of  the  Ixird,  in  this 
office  of  the  Church,— •raising  her  voice  above  tbe  dis¬ 
tractions  of  party,  and  the  interests  of  time,  and  com¬ 
mending  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  nation,  whoever 
he  may  be,  to  the  favour  and  grace  of  Him  by  whom 
alone  ‘‘  Kings  reign,  and  princes  decree  justice.”

Death  of  a  Student. — The  circumstances  attending 
the  death  of  Mr.  Bryan  at  Bristol  College,  and  related 
in  the  obituary  notice  which  we  publish  to-day,  are  of 
the  most  affecting  character.  It  will  prove  a  source 
of  melamho'y  pleasure  to  the  friends  of  this  institution, 
to  reflect  that  the  first  of  its  inmates  who  has  been 
called  away  from  earth,  has  found  so  calm,  so  happy  a 
passage,  as  we  trust,  to  heaven.  May  his  fellow- 
students  be  influenced  by  his  example,  to  make  an 
early  preparation  for  the  closing  scenes  of  life  and  the 
realities  of  eternity.  May  they  pss  as  safely  through 
their  earthly  career  and  as  happily  accomplish  the 
object  for  which  life  has  been  given,  as  he  is  represented 
to  have  done,  whoee  death  is  now  recorded  in  our 
pages.  In  this  world  we  live  but  to  die;  may  we  die 
only  that  we  may  live  for  ever. 

The  error  of  Robert  Hall,  in  attributing  the  words, 
“in  the  midst  of  life  we  are' in  death,”  to  the  Bible, 
(of  which  mention  is  made  in  another  part  of  our  pa¬ 
per,)  is  probably  one  which  prevails  to  a  considerable 
extent.  We  remember  reading  some  time  ago,  an 
obituary  notice  in  the  Catholic  Herald,  in  which  a 
case  of  sudden  death  was  mentioned  as  a  striking  illus¬ 
tration  of  the  declaration  of  Scripture,  that  “  in  the 
midst  of  life,  we  are  in  death.”  The  error  was  not 
noticed  by  the  editor,  and  no  doubt  many  of  his  rea¬ 
ders  have  in  consequence  received,  or  been  confirmed 
in  (he  impression  that  this  sentence  in  a  Protestant 
Burial  Service,  forms  a  part  of  tlie  inepired  oracles;

these  strangers,  in  short,  any  and  every  person,  of 
suitable  character,  who  may  be  tcilling  to  assume  the 
charitable  office  of  giving  them  a  Christian  educa¬ 
tion,  may  and  ought  to  present  such  children  for 
Christian  baptism.  Not  only  the  offspring  of  Abra¬ 
ham’s  body,  but  ‘  all  that  were  born  in  his  house,  and 
all  that  were  bought  with  his  money,’  were  command¬ 
ed  to  be  circumcised.  Surely  no  Christian,  who  has 
a  child,  white  or  black,  placed  in  his  family,  and  likely 
to  be  a  permanent  member  of  it,  can  doubt  that  it  is 
his  duly  to  give  it  a  faithful  Cbristian  education. 
And  as  one  great  object  of  infant  baptism  is  to  secure 
this  point,  he  will  not  hesitate  to  offer  it  up  to  God  in 
that  ordinance  which  he  has  appointed,  provided  no 
valid  objection  in  regard  to  the  wishes  of  the  parents 
of  such  a  child  interpose  to  prevent  it.” 

What  then  is  the  position  which  Dr.  Itfiller  assumes 
for  our  Church,  and  in  which  there  is  “so  much  to 
condemn?”  It  is  manifestly  either  the  “requiring’' 
or  “  encouraging”  the  appearance  of  other  sponsors 
than  parents,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  latter  from  a  part 
in  an  engagement,  to  which  they  are  entitled  by  na¬ 
tural  relalbris  and  by  suitabIcneFS  of  character. 

The  brief  pas.^age  which  we  have  said  “maybe 
quoted”  to  sustain  this  assertion,  and  which  is  all  that 
j  can  be  quoted  for  the  purpose,  is  as  follows  : — 

“  According  to  one  of  the  Canons  of  the  Church  of
